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Located in the interior part of 
Terengganu and spanning over 
260,000 hectares, Tasik Kenyir is the 
largest man-made lake in South East 
Asia. Sharing its border with 
Kelantan in the west and Pahang in 
the south, this immense lake also 
serves as another gateway to 
Malaysia's National Park. 


With about 340 island which were 
once hilltops and highlands, more 
than 14 waterfalls, numerous rapids 
and rivers, Tasik Kenyir is also home 
to numerous species of freshwater 
fishes and exotic wildlife. Rich with numerous types of flora and 
fauna, its vast boundary leads to endless discoveries and 
adventures. Its pictures que landscape of natural granduer and 
tranquil serenity, transforms Tasik Kenyir into a perfect get-away 
for city dwellers. 


A paradise where nature is at it's very best. Tasik Kenyir is the 
perfect place for an adventure holiday or even for investment 
in tourism. 











Completed in 1991, the Gawi Jetty serves as the main gateway to 
Tasik Kenyir. Visitors here can make full use of its facilities such as 
the Tourist Information Center, Parking Bays, Food Stalls, Toilets, 
the floating restaurant and of couse, its jetty. Boat rentals and 
chalets transfers can be easily arranged through respective 
representatives stationed there. 


With the current and growing influx of tourist to Tasik Kenyir, 
plans are a foot for another gateway, the nearby Pengkalan Utama 
which will be equipped with bigger and better facilities. 


Gawi is also the nearest access points to the National Park. Should 
you decide to head of park, please remember to arrange for a 
permit from the Wildlife Department at the Tourist Information 
Center.

There are many spectacular waterfalls in Tasik Kenyir. A cool, 
relaxed and rejuvenating ambience that awaits its visitors, a 
picnic at these falls are featured in almost every itinerary. 
Better basic amenities like toilets, changing rooms and rest 
areas are being planned for these popular haunts. 





Lasir - Located 16kms 
(30-45 minutes boat 
ride) to the south of 
Pengkalan Gawi, is one 
of the most popular 
picnic spot in Tasik 
Kenyir. With a majestic 
fall of some 500 feet, 
Lasir drops gracefully 
onto a multi tiered level 
of boulders and rocks 
forming cascading 
showers of foaming 
white sprays of water. 
This waterfall, as with 
all waterfalls within 
Kenyir, is well shaded 
by the leafy green 
canopy of the Tropical 
Rainforest. 





Saok - A mere 15 minute boat ride from Pengkalan Gawi, Saok 
Waterfall is fast gaining popularity amongst the holiday makers. 
Cascading waters over its rocky terrraces and boulders and a flat 
sandy area at ground level makes a perfect picnic spot for the 
whole family. 


Tembat - Unlike Lasir and Saok, Tembat waterfall is made up о! 
five fast flowing rapids. 
With a large camping area 
at its side, it is without 
doubt, the most popular 
destination for campers. 
A hiking trail leading to the 
top of the fall rewards the 
hiker with a magnificient 
view of the waterfall and its 
surroundings. A boat ride 
from Pengkalan Gawi to 
Tembat takes about an hour. 





















Other waterfalls within the 
Lake is the Petang, Leban, 
Terenggan, Lata Terap and 
Petuang. 








With a water catchment area of 38,000 
hectares, Tasik Kenyir is, naturally, 





a haven for freshwater fishes. 
During the wet season when rain 
pours almost everyday, fishes 
can be caught using your 
bare hands! A recent study 
revealed that there are some 300 
species of freshwater fish 
dwelling in this lake. 


The presence of protuding dead trees around the lake serves as 
the most perfect breeding grounds for these fishes as algae 
growing on dead trees and branches serves as the main form of 
sustenance for the majority of the fishes. However a majority of 
these fishes still thrives the rivers flowing into Kenyir especially 
near estuaries where nutrients are found in abundance. From 
studies and observations conducted by the Department of 
Fisheries, species such as the big Lampan Sungai, Lalang, Parang, 
Kawang, Terbul and Sebarau are found in waters in and around 
the dead trees. This indicates that these fishes have sucessfully 
colonised these areas and proved that dead trees had become an 
important part of the lake. 


Large scale fish breeding in cages at Tasik Kenyir have shown 
tremendous success. Research conducted by the Fishery 
Department estimates that 60 to 100 tonnes of fish can be harvested 
annually from the lake. 


ily Regions 


The hilly regions of Tasik Kenyir is a world of untouched and 
virgin tropical jungle estimated to be millions of years old. There 
is no exact estimation of the number of species of plants and wild- 
life existing within this vast ecosyštem. Dipterocarpus shrouds 
the horizon and towering trees of the majestic Keruing, Meranti 
and Kapor looms above while the exotic wildlife roams freely be- 
low. For research scientists, nature lovers, adventurers and keen 
photographers, there is no rival as Kenyir promises to be a world 
of discovery. 













The highest elevation in Tasik 
Kenyir is Mount Chergau. 
Meanwhile Mount Gagau 
with an elevation of 4,514 feet 
above sea level is the second 
highest peak in Taman 
Negara after Mount Tahan. 
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Expeditions to Mount Сараи had been proven to bean exhilirating | 
experience. For the many who had scaled this mountain, it is truly 
an experience to cherish! 


Among the other peaks that soar the skies of Kenyir are the Bongsu, 
Tembat, Raung, Kachang, Chergau and Gajah Terom. At present, 
there are no facilities on the other peaks except for Mount Gagau 
where base camps and hiking trails had been set-up. а 


KETENGAH envisaged that the mountainous tropical rain forest 
offer tremendous eco-tourism potential. In ensuring that this 
natural heritage is well preserved, proper steps are now being taken 
to provide facilites such as ranger stations, base camps and 
hiking trails and all activities and developments are closely 
scruntinised. Should you decide to venture into these hilly regions, 
please consult the relevant authorities. 


Caves 


Bewah and Taat 
are two towering 
limestone hills 
abound with 
mysteries and 
legends, These hills, 
occasionally 
shrouded in spooky mists, provide some of the most 
spectacular sights in Tasik Kenyir. 





Before the creation of Tasik Kenyir, Taat has three caves and the 
lowest entrance, the Tok Bidan Cave is now submerged 
underwater. This is the site where archaeologist and historians had 
uncovered artefacts such as kitchen utensils, axes and tools dating 
back to the Neolithic era. 


You can now explore the Taat 
Caves through its two visible 
entrance while the nearby 
Bewah Cave has only one 
entrance. Inside these caves, 
an extraordinary sights of 
stalactites and stalagmites 
beholds the intuder. It is 
advisable to bring along torchlights should you explore these caves, 
especially the Bewah where it is much darker. 





As Taat and Bewah hold many secrets of the past, further 
excavations are now being planned by the authorities in its bid to 
unravel the mysteries and secrets of theses caves. KETENGAH, 
with the cooperation of the State Museum and other government 
agencies plans to provide better access to these caves. As the safety 
of visitors are the main priority, better facilites are now in store as 
these caves are expected to be a top tourist destination. It takes 
approximately 1 1/2 to 2 hours by boat to reach these caves from 
Pengkalan Gawi.
